It is well known to many of our city readers 
that the ascent to the lofty cupola on the Court 
House is by meaus of a spiral wrought-iron 
staircase, spruns from the fourth floor directly 
over the stairway leading to that story, and 
thence winding within the tower, to the sides of 
which it is attached. The lookout to which it 
gives access is the finest in the city, and at all 
hours of the day crowds are passing up and 
down those stairs, suspeaded by a few rods and 
screws, sheer over an abyss where a fall would 
be frightful. 

It is no injustice to Mr. Letz, the builder of 
this universally admired staircasé to say that as 
at present managed, some most sérious accident 
may yet result from its being overlogded. Just 
at this season the city is full of strangers, and 
the pressure upon the approach to the cupola 
will be greater than ever. What we would urge 
is the adoption of some plan common to look- 
outs of the kind in other cities, and yet nowhere, 
in our opinion more needed than here. A li ht 
grated partition and door should be thrown 
across the foot of the staircase and kept in the 
control of the janitor of the building. 

The necessity for this i. the more imminent 
just now from the near approach of Fair Week, 
which will fill our city with strangers, who will 
throng all our places of resort, this cupola 
among the rest. If these strangers are allowed 
freely to crowd up those stairs, an accident can 
but result which may be a most frightful sec- 
onding of this present hint. A few dollars will 
do all that is * and may save valuable 
human life. 

We are confident the matter will be held in 
the same light by the architect of the building, 
aod the builder of the staircase. It is notiua 
position to sustain the pressure of hurrying 
sight seers.
